The Toronto Mail of August Ist says it is very 
evident we are to be forced into a long and 
possibly angry dispute over the Manitoba 
school question. In justice the issue id to 
be regarded as settled when the judicial com- 
mittee of the Privy Council hands down its 
deliverance upon it, but our Quebec friends, al- 
though at one time favorable to a referance to 
the hinghest court, are not willing to be gov- 
erned by the determination at which that. tri- 
bunal arrives. Unless judgment happens to le 
in their favor, Quebec cannot and must not 
attempt to direct Ontario or Manitoba legisla- 
tion through manipulations at Ottawa. Our 
French friends may depend upon it that a de- 
mand upon the Federal parliament or ministers 
to legislate for Manitoba in a manner not au- 
thorized by our institutions will be met with a 
solid oppusition from every one of the English 
provinces. 


Governor Burke, governor of North Dakota, 
has issued a proclamation quarantining the 
province of Manitoba, This means that all 
traffic between Winnipeg and the suth will be 
prevented for the present. The railways have 
received official notification of the proclamation 
and will only sell tickets to Emerson until fur- 
ther notice. Premier Greenway can hardly 
understand the reason of the state authorities 
for declaring such a quarantine. He has_ tele- 
graphed Governor Burke, and has wired the 
facts setting out that the action of the Dakota 
authorities is too severe. There are said to be 
cases of smallpox on the other side of the line 
in towns near the international boundary line. 


The Toronto Globe's London cable says : 
Hon. Edward Blake, has arrived in London in 
excellent health and awaits with pleasure the 
work of the Imperial parliament. He will 
make his first speech in England on Thursday 
next on invitation of the Ei, h'y club. He will 
also address the Home Rule union on Monday 
week, dealing especially with the good effects 
of home rule in Canada,

Anoiher large consignment just arrived at the 


pigs by properly draining the stye, by removing 
the stve if it be too near a dwelling, or by pro- 
hibiting the keeping of pigsaltogethcr. It may 
safely be laid down as a rule, that pig-styes 
close to dwellings, or under bedroom windows, 
will always be more or less a nuisance, no mat- 
ter how carefully the animal may be kept. 

(4.) Any accumulation or deposit which is a 
nuisance or injurious to health, 

In this definition are included offensive ma- 
nure heaps, or other filth accumulations; which 
are close to dwellings or frequented paths. 

(5.) Any house or part of a house so over- 
crowded as to be dangerous or injurious to the 
health of the inmates, whether or not members 
of the same family. 

If after notice a nuisance is not abated, but 
is, in the opinion of the authority, likely to 
recur on the same premises, it is their duty to 
institute proceedings before justices. 


OUR PEN FRIEND. 
Calgary Herald. 

The steel pen man, who is running a lot- 
tery in the public streets, claims a peddler’s 
§ license as a protection, This is quite too 
thin. The anti-lottery, anti-gambling laws 
of Canada cannot be safely defied by the 
ald of a pedlar’s license issued by the town 
of Calgary. A peddler’s license is exactly 
what it purports to be ; it licenses a man 
to peddle or hawk his goods about town. 
It gives nobody a right to gamble or to 
encourage hundreds of others to gamble. 
It gives nobody a right to gather a crowd 
on the streets and block public thorough- 
fares. The laws of Canada against lotteries 
and gambling are as much in force here as 
they are in the vicinity of the Parliament 
buildings at Ottawa. Councillor Cushing, 
of the police committee, ordered the police 
to stop the steel pen man’s operations on 
Satunlay night, and very properly sv ; and 
we hope the course will be continued.

GENTLEMEN OF THE ].EGISLATIVE AsSEMBLY. 

I have deemed it advisable to call you 
together at the earliest possible moment in 
the new financial year for the purpose of 
enabling you to make provision for carry- 
ing on the Public’ Service and especially 
such public works as may be undertaken 
before the season closes, 

The great influx of immigration into the 
Territories renders it imperative that our 
roads be kept in a state of good repair and 
bridges built wherever necessary. 

The important question also of opening 
up those great arteries of travel, called Co- 
fonization Roads, is worthy of your serious 
consideration aad is a matter that has been 
repeatedly and prominently brought to my 
notice, when visiting, in the discharge of 
my duties, the various districts of the Ter- 
ritories. 

T am happy to knew that the Liquor 
License Ordinance, which yon adopted last 
session, has, upon the whole, given general 
satisfaction and that any apprehensions as 
to the evil effects likely to arise from the 
change in the law have not been realized, 
I have no doubt that, after some months’ 
experience of the working of the Ordinance, 
amonidments may now suggest themselves 
for your consideration, which would tend 
to make its provisions more effective and 
complete. 

Your co-operation will be solicited by 
the Agriculttr: and other societies in the

FIRE. 


After the recent fires people could not believe 
that any incendiary was at work, but put the 


cause of the fires down to carelessness or drunk- 
en men sleeping in the buildings. No one can 
doubt now but that itis done by some incendi- 
ary. On Thursday afteroon the Hotel du Ca- 
nada was seen to be eye at the door, fire 
had just started under the first floor, but was 
quickly put out by a pail of water. It is sup- 

sed that some one had thrown a cigar in about 
the sills, which were uncovered for repairs. 

Then about seven o’clock the same evening 
the town was disturbed by the fire bell ringing 
and inside five miuutes the fire engine was at 
Reid & Kelly’s (late Williams & Reid’s) stable, 
when it was found that the hay in the loft was 
on fire; but through the active management 
and willing hands of the fire brigade this fire 
was extinguished a quarter of an hour after the 
engine arrived, and very little damage was done. 
This is a log stable with the floor of the loft 
made of poplar rails, so the hay hangs down in 
places betweeu the rails. When the fire was 
first noticed the hay next the roof was burning 
in the middle of the stable. There was no fire 
in or near the stable, aod some one must have 
deliberately set a match tothe hay hanging 
between the poles. 

About 2:30 Friday morning something across 
the road attracted the attention of C. Paul, who 
was acting watchman for A. F. Degagne, build- 
er, in going over he found a man in the 
building that is being erected by A. H. 
Martin, next to Connor’s furniture 
store. It was too dark to see what he was 
doing or who he was, but on sight of the watch- 
man the would be incendiary fled. Paul follow- 
ed him, but in the dark the man got over the 
high banks leading to the river. C. Paul on 
returning to the building found two empty 
bottles ond their late contents—coal oil—had 
been poured into the corner of the building. 
The description Paul gives of this man is, tall, 
slim, wearing light colored trousers, blue shirt 
and colored handkerchief on his head. George 
Falardeau, who lives on the river bank, about 
daylight saw a tall slim man run t his tent 
with his head bowed, seemingly to avoid 
recognition. If this were the same man he had 
found his hat and jacket by the time he got to 
the river bank. 

Is it possible that there are such blackguards 
in or near Edmonton who can be paid to set fire 
to our little town? 

The town council now offer a reward of $500 
to any one who will give information that will 
lead to the conviction of any person who has 
tried to set fire to, or who may try to set fire to 
any building in the municipality. We hope 
this will bring the culprits to justice,

Scotland agaiu won the Elcho Shield at Bisley, 
with the score of 1,696; England 1,692; and 
Ireland 1,665, 

Montreal sends $25,000 to the sufferers of the 
St. John, Newfoundland, fire ; Toronto, $22,000: 
London, England, $40,000. 

Battleford Herald, July 27th: The steamer 
Northwest was unable to secure a cargo and 
will consequently not come up the river again 
this season. 


THE first number of the Lake Magazine, ra 
lished in Toronto, is to hand, it is devoted to 
politics, science, and general literature, fiction 
and poetry. It contains a beautiful cut of the 
Toronto university, besides others of prominent 
statesmen and some very interesting reading 
matter, 

Commercial; Owing to the strike of nail 
makers the four Montreal nail factories have 
been compelled to close down. The strike is 
for an increase of wages. The employers say 
they are willing to pay ten per cent. over the 
old scehdule which is one and a half cent over 
the rate paid at Pittsburg, but will not pay the 
rate demanded by the men, neclaring to be out 
of all reason. 

dattleford Herald, July 27th: A few weeks 
ago Mr. Mannix, Jackfish Lake, had a fine 
garden and was justly proud of it. But recently 
the gophers discovered it, and preferring the 
sweetest vegetables to the ripening grasses on 
the prairie came in countless numbers to feast 
on its richness. Cats, dogs, guns, traps and 
ome tp grain were brought into requisition, 
ut all failed to make a perceptible reduction 
in their nuinber ; and now the only consolation 
Mr. Mannix has, is that the vermin are laying 
by the grain for winter use, in the meantime 
eating the garden sass. The unfortunate gar- 
diner would rather they would eat the grain 
now. 

Winnipeg Commercial: F.C. Blackburn, of 
Seattle, who has been in the Lardeau country 
lately, says: ‘‘After an exhaustive personal 
examination of the Lardeau region I am = con- 
Vinced it is a rich gold and silver section, and 
uw very extensive one. The placer gold found 
on the Lardeau is fairly coarse, and easily 
saved, Good paying prospects are obtained 
for eight miles along the river, beginning at a 
point half a mile froia Trout’ Lake and ex- 
tending up to the junction of the north and 
south forks of the Lardeau. The south fork is 
likely to be good for several miles, as the gold 
obtained there was considerably water worn, 
and evidently came from the auriferous ledges 
further up the river. The entire geological 
formation of the Lardeau and Trout Lake re- 
gion is favorable for the existence of gold and 
silver mines, Several fine galena ledyes have 
already been found, and the ore is much above 
the average grade in silver, ” 

CaLaary Herald; ‘H. D. Johnson has r-- 
ceived instructions from the public works de- 
partment, Ottawa, to expend $100 in temporary 
repairs on the Langevin bridge, pending the 
eonsideration of a report furnished by him in 
reference to permanent repairs. Mr, Johuson 
willexpend this in patching up holes in the 
radway and putting in additional braces on 
the trusses to prevent their swaying further.
